Scores are held without bail 
for deportation or unlimited arrest because of their ideas. 


The Duclos victory means-that France will not be 
so easily betrayed by the new Vichyites though they will 
undoubtedly attempt new frame-ups. It means that we 
Americans, of all creeds and social groups, should feel 


heartened by the French people to achieve that people's 
unity and organization which will make the wide anti- 
McCarthy anger of the people effectively felt in "Wash. 
ington. where the frameups still are brewed. Our fight for 
saving democracy in our country has been strengthened.
